Two weeks ago the Town Crier 
told of a bill for using a helicopter, 
which the selectmen were not go- 
ing to pay 

Monday night the selectmen 
voted to pay the bill, but only after 
a long discussion on the fact that 
the Town Manager controls the 
spending of money for Wilmington. 

Alice Papaliolios, a member of 
the commission, did most of the 
talking. She protested that she 
had, for the commission, spent 
money on several occasions, call- 
ing for bids on gravel and other 
materials. Alice, it seemed, had 
been a busy girl working for her 
commission. 

She gave figures to show how she 
had saved the town money by hir- 
ing the helicopter, because a 
Boston firm which was hired to 
make a judgement on the value of 
the land upstream from Wildwood 
Street had charged much less 
money as a result. 

Mrs. Papaliolios did not get to 
discussing the statutes under 
which the Conservation Commis- 
sion operates. In other towns they 
have the authority to spend money. 
Presumably this would be the case 
too, in Wilmington, except that 
Wilmington has a Town Manager 
act

Commentary by Reading Light 


The new law on 
public power 


Public power financing of more 
than 600,000 kilowatts of electric 
generating capacity in New 
England is virtually assured as a 
result of the enactment of Chapter 
775 of the Acts of 1975, the General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 

John Crooker, chairman of the 
Reading Municipal Light Board, 
said the new statute signed into 
law on December 17, 1975 by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis is a significant 
step forward for consumer-owned 
utilities in the region. It makes 
MMWEC a public corporation with 
authority to issue tax-exempt elec- 
tric revenue bonds*to finance con- 
struction of publicly-owned elec- 
tric generating facilities and 
ownership shares in facilities built 
by other utilities. 

MMWEC is controlled by its 
member municipally-owned and 
operated electric utility 
departments. Reading has par- 
ticipated in MMWEC over the past 
two years but under Chapter 775 
must ask Town Meeting to become 
a member of the public corpora- 
tion. MMWEC will have the 
responsibility for developing long 
term bulk power supply sources 
for the municipals at the. lowest 
possible cost. The 600,000 
kilowatts of capacity to be financ- 
ed represents a portion of that re- 
quirement. 

MMWEC is constructing the 
first large scale consumer-owned 
generating station in the 
Northeast, a 400,000 kilowatt com- 
bined cycle and gas turbine facility 
for operation in 1981 and 1982. The 
Station is to be built on the 450 acre 
Stone Brook Energy site, surplus 
property at Westover Air Force 
Base in Ludlow which was once 
used as a nuclear weapon storage 
area. Agreement was reached in 
early January of this year on the 
acquisition of the Westover 


Property. 

MMWEC is also negotiating 
purchases of ownership share in 
several generating facilities plann- 
ed in New England for operation in 
the 1960's. Approximately 200,000 
kilowatts of generating capacity is 
being sought to provide additional 
portions of the member municipal 
systems’ requirements. 

“Chapter 775,’ said Crooker, “is 
a momentous step ahead for 
publicly-owned electric systems in 
New England. With use of electric 


public corporation statute ‘An im- 
portant piece of consumer legisla- 
tion which will help introduce com- 
petition Rng the state's electric 
generat industry."” 

Currently, municipals purchase 
most of their bulk electricity at 
wholesale rates charged by private 
utility suppliers. All of Reading's 
power requirements are supplied 
by Boston Edison Company. 

All_ municipal electric systems 
in Massachusetts and other 
publicly-controlled systems in the 
region are eligible to become 
members of the MMWEC public 
corporation. They are systems 
owned by electric consumers, 
governed by city councils, town 
light boards or commissions and 
operated under a statutory rate of 
return. : 

The present 25 participant 
systems in the MMWEC program 
represent two-thirds of the electric 
load of the Massachusetts 
municipal departments and serve 
approximately 200,000 customers 
requiring 2.5 billion kilowatt-hours 
of energy annually. With a 1974 
peak load of nearly 530 megawatts, 
the MMWEC group of municipals 
is approaching in megawatt size, 
the eighth ranking utility in the 
New England Power Pool and con- 
stitutes some 4 per cent of the 
NEPOOL load. Reading's peak 
load in 1975 and 70.8 megawatts. 

“The power cost savings by a 
public corporation controlled by 
the town and city electric 
departments of this consumer- 
owned utility group," said Crooker 
“means that electric consumers of 
the region will gain greater input 
into the policies which affect their 

electric costs." The Reading 
Municipal Light Board consisting 
of John Crooker, chairman Frank 
Graupner, secretary and Donald 
Mitchell, intend to ask Town 
Meeting at the earliest opportunity 
to allow Reading to become a 
member of MMWEC. The 23 
municipal light departments 
presently participating in 
MMWEC are located in 
Ashburnham, Belmont, Boylston, 
Chicopee, Danvers, Hinghan, 
Holden, Holyoke, Hudson, 
Littleton, Mansfield, Marblehead, 
Middleborough, Middleton, North 
Attleborough, Paxton, Peabody, 
Reading, Shrewsbury, South 
Hadley, Sterling, Templeton,

The City extended along Woburn 
Street toward Lowell Street. It 
seems that way. from his address. 
There were other homes than just 
the four about which this is 
written. All were substantial in 
character. and all were to be 
described as family homesteads. 

The four homes closest to 
Wildwood Street are in a special 
category. in discussing “the City.” 
All were built - or seem to have 
been built, by people of the family 
of William Buck, one of the two 
men who built the Benjamin Buck 
home, back about 1671 

The Benjamin Buck home has 
had much description in the Town 
Crier. Without doubt it is the 
oldest home in Wilmington. At one 
time the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals gave permission to the 


Town Crier that the home was sav- 
ed for posterity 

The second oldest is the Eames 
farmhouse - a big red farm 
building on the easterly side of 
Woburn Street. It was built in 1923 
by Ephriam Buck. who lived in the 
Benjamin Buck house, and was an 
ancestor of that gentleman 
Ephriam sold the house to Daniel 
mes, and for 150 years it was an 
Eames homestead a 

The third oldest house is the 
Frank Buck house. which stands 
on Woburn Street westerly of 
Wildwood Street. It dates from 
about 1795 and was the home of the 
Rev. Freegrace Raynolds, for 
many years the Minister of the 
Congregational Church, 

Nancy, the wife of Freegrace, 
was the daughter of the Dr. Jabez 
Brown who was Wilmington’s 
physicial during the Revolutionary 
War. There was probably no

Where are the 
Gillis Locks? 


Just exactly where are, or were 
the Gillis Locks, in front of the old 
Canal House, on Shawsheen 
Avenue? 

Traditionally, they were in front 
of the old stopping place, and 40 or 
50 years ago the site of the locks 
was outlined by six elm trees, 
presumably planted there before 
the locks were filled in. The locks
